WHICH SCHEME? 


To-day sive considerable 
prominence to Captain W. Davi- 
son’s scheme forthe provision of 
a wet-dock invwhich large ncean- 
going vesxelx would be able to 
secure shelter during typhoon 
weather. The author of this 
scheme contends that it has 
many advantages over the pro: 
posed development of Hunghom 
Bay on the lines recommended 
by Sir Maurice Fitzmaurice. In 
a matter of this sort, the mere 
layman naturally looks to experts 
for guidance, but. all the same, 
we feel that such proposals as 
are made by Captain Davision, 
himself practical man. deserve 
the utmost consideration at the 
hand of those who will finally 
decide as between the two 
schemes, The suggested works, 
whichever Project is eventually 
adopted, will be of such magni- 
tude, and the expedise will reach 
so considerable a sum. that the 
pros and cons of each need to be 
carefully weighed before definite 
conclusions are reached. . 


we 


Captain Davison claims for his 
scheme that it is.less costly than 
the Hunghom project, that it will 
Provide more accommodation 
and, above all, that it will provide 
the means whereby large vessels 
can secure shelter during ty- 
phoens, for which Sir Maurice 
Fitzmaurice's proposals make no 
Provision. . The question of pre- 
serving the amenities of Kowloon 
Point is also wrapped up in this 
issue, in which regard Captain 
Davison asserts that if wharves 
are built at - Hunghom, the 
smoke and dirt from steamers 
lying alongside will. be blown 
across the peninsula by the 
prevailing winds, whereas under 
his scheme no such inconven- 
ience would be experienced. 
Furthermore, he says that big 
ships would, excepting at slack 
water, experience great difficulty

fin "getting. alongside at Hung 


hom and‘would run graye risks: 
in docking on account of the 
Strong tides running at right 
angles and also’ because of the 
Prevailing winds. These are 
Points of considerable “import- 
ance, worthy of careful con- 
sideratian. 

We have on previous occasions 
expressed regret at the prob- 
ability of the waterfront at 
Kowloon boing given over wholly 
to commerve, and we still can- 
not help thinking that such a 
development should be prevented 
unless it is unavoidable. Captain 
Davison says that his scheme 
would involve far less interfer: 
ence with the seafront than any 
other proposal yet put forward. 
He mentions the fact that the 
Peninsula Hotel. the V.M.CA. 
building and tho new Seamen's 
Institute will eventually be ac- 
commodated on» Kowloon Point, 
and thinks that this cireumsrance 
should be taken into account jn 
any development of the Kowloon 
seafront for shipping purposes. 
The dccupants of such buildings, 
he says, would not relish being 
smothered in smoke from vessels 
lying mear at hand. We put 
forward these views of Captain 
Davison because we think shey 


should be given prominence, and 


we trust that they will be taken 
fulls account by the 
authorities, who, we have no 
Goubt, are perfectly willing to, be 
gwided in this matter by men of

The Election. 

Now that the General Election 
is practically: all aver har the 
shouting—though the complete 
results are not get known here - 
we can briefly survey the events, 
from the date. of the Impetial 
Conference, when it became 
evident that Mr. Baldwin was 
commiting his party toa policy 
of protection, down to the count- 
ing ofthe votes. The Conserva-]* 
tives, singularly enough. have 
been the introducers of tariff 
reform, whilst the old 
Redirals have fough: for a 
conservative policy of adhering 
to free trade. “We built up our 
Great commercial position in the 
world on free trade, and we shall 
Stick to that line of conduct.” has 
been the Liberal outlook: whilst 
Labour hax also been against 
Protection, though principally 
from motives of preventing 
possible monopolies. One cannot 
help wondering whether circums- 
tances du not alter cases, and 
whether the progress of the times 
does not call for reform 
or even reversal of old, bide- 
bound traditions: and it must 
be admitted = that foreign 
nations have built up tariff walls 
against Britain which cry aloud 
for retaliation on our part. Again. 
inter-Empire trade concessions 
will go towards holding the 
scattered Colonies in the bonds 
of mutual appreciation. But the 
whole question has been based by 
the Unionist party on one issue-- 
the abolition of unemploy- 
ment; and even astute business 
men fail to see how pro- 
tection can do more than, 
reduce unemployment by a 
mere fraction, and certainly not 
before much time has gone by.
